James A. Bryant, a colored lawyer 
of Indianapolis, was here today in 
consu ltation with 
his client Leslie 
Bu ndrant, alias John Henry Gru bbs, 
now held in jail here on a charge of 
mu rdering Charles Coleman. 
After being closeted at the jail for 
an hou r with Bu ndrant, Mr. 
Bryant 
was approached and ask ed regarding 
the case and what he thou ght his nrns- 
pects were. 
He replied that together 
with his client he was hopefu l, bu t 
wou ld not say what he based this 
hope u pon. 
Bu ndrant, he laid, was 
cheerfu l and hopefu l in the extreme, 
hu t tliis it is believed, come from op­ 
timistic characteristics and timpi-ra- 
meu t of the prisoner. 
The colored barrister savs that he 
will mak e a motion for a change of 
venu e from this cou nty, for he says 
that after feeling the pu lse of the 
pu ldio here, he finds a decided senti­ 
ment. 
against 
Bu ndrant. 
On 
the 
other hand, he said, the woman in the 
case seemed to enjoy the good will of 
the 
p*oplo here, especially her ac 
qnaintances anrtj this being the case, 
it wou ld reflect largely on his client. 
Mr. Bryant, while not a criminal 
lawyer, has had a nu mber of mu rder 
cases to deal with, the last one being 
a case wherein a woman and her son 
k illed her hu sband, assisted by the 
son, who was a step son of the m u r ­ 
dered man.

The weather here now is delightfu l. 
The temperatu re ranges abou t seventy- 
five. 
The days are fu ll of su nshine 
and 
breezes. 
The nights are cool, 
mak ing blank ets very comfortable. 
The revenu es of the zone are rapidly 
increasing. 
In November there were 
18,608 money orders issu ed amou nting 
to $381,561.06, showing that the boy« 
are sending some of their earnings 
back 
to 
the States. 
This su m 
is 
$2 1),5 00 more than for any previou s 
month. 
The sale of postage for same 
m onth aggregated # 5824 02. 
The work on the canal is develop­ 
ing rapidly. 
The machinery u sed and 


the work done is the wonder of the 
world. 
After the French had been at 
work for three years they took ou t 
227.000 cu bic yards of dirt from Ou le- 
bra cu t in one month, 
W© took ont 
826.000 cu bic yards in the same length 
of time. 
In one year they removed 
3.637.000 cu bic yards from Ou lebra 
cu t, while we removed 7,890,000 in 
the same length of time. 
One of their 
shovels had a capacity of 9500 cu bic 
yards per mou th, while one of ou rs 
each month, took ou t 89,615. 
It tak es 
a constant movement of 
trains to do this work , as many as 196 
passing a given point in a day 
It is 
said to have tak en 100,000 men twenty 
years to erect the 
Py ra mid of Cheo|*s 
in Egypt, which was 
750 feet squ are 
at the base and 451 feet high In 
fifty 
days the canal commission wou ld re­ 
move as mu ch material as is contained 
in the Py ra mid. The Su ez canal was 
bu ilt 
in ten 
vears. 
The Isthmian 
commission wou ld bu ild It in three 
years and eight months. 
If the holes drilled in the rock on 
the canal, in one month, were placed 
end to end they wou ld mak e a pij>e 
eighty miles in length. 
The dredges 
are 
doing ju st as 
effective 
work , 
moving from 
4500 to 7500 cnbic yards 
per dav. 
The commission has pu rchased two 
dozen stone cleaning machines. 
They 
cu t exact y to the su rvey mak ing f u r ­ 
ther finishing u nnecessary. 
In 
bla st­ 
ing the shattered su rfaces of the 
rock 
mak es retaining wails necessary. 
Bnt 
these machines leave a smoot he su r­ 
fa ce so if a vessel strik es the sides its 
hu ll w ill not he inju red,

Senator Beveridge Administers 


a Very Proper Rebuke to 


Vitupérant Senator, 


TOOK MR. TILLMAN TO TASK 


In a Spirited De tenge o f President 
I ioose veli f India na 's Brillia nt Sen­ 
ior Sena tor Scores a Hit. 


Hfiiat Tillm a n Termed Sena te Subser­ 
viency , He Sa id, Was Merely 


E vidence o f Ha rmony . 


W ashington, March 17.—Under the 
guise of discussing legislation, th$ ses- 
sion of the senate Monday was devot­ 
ed to a political discussion in which 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
and 
Senator 
Beveridge 
of 
Indiana 
were the chief participants. 
With a caution unusual for him, Sen­ 
ator Tillman read a part of his speech. 
W ith this apparent caution he pro­ 
ceeded to deliver one of the most di­ 
rect and denunciatory addresses ever 
heard in that b ody. 
He was given a 
careful hearing. 
Most of the senators 
on b oth sides of the chamb er were in 
their places and the galleries were 
filled with visitors. 
His speech was 
b ased on his resolution instructing 
the committee on finance to inquire 
w hether national b anks of New York 
are in the hab it of furnishing perm a­ 
nent 
capital 
for 
speculative 
enter­ 
prises, 
etc. 
The 
resolution 
was 
adopted. 
The sub ject of Mr. Tillman’s speech 
was ex ecutive encroachm ent upon the 
legislative b ranch of the government, 
and he traced 
what he term ed a 
“swinging of the pendulum” from the 
regime of Andrew' Johnson, whe n con­ 
gress assumed control almost to the 
ex clusion of the president from legis-1 
latlve influence, to the adm inistrations 
that followed, w hich he declared wit- 
j 
nessed a growth of presidential power. 
The dominating influence and control 
of the legislative b ranch, he said, over 
the legislative and in a less degree j 
over the judicial b ranches of the gov­ 
ernm ent were the most marked fea­ 
tures of American politics at this time. 
“It has taken,” said Mr. Tillman, “just 
forty-one years for the pendulum to 
swing from one ex treme to the other.” 
“Now,” he said, “the congress has 
degenerated into little more than a 
recording machine to do the will of 
the speaker and his lieutenants. Free­ 
dom of deb ate in the old and true 
sense has disappeared from that end 
of the capitol,” he added. “ In the sen­ 
ate servility and cowardice are the 
order of the day,” he declared, and 
while freedom of deb ate stll ex ists, 
“the shadow of the ex ecutive hangs 
over all and the president’s wishes 
are almost the only law.” 
“Mr. 
Roosevelt 
Is 
always 
loud­ 
mouthed and vehement in the procla­ 
mation of his own purity of purpose 
and patriotism. 
He has ab solute faith 
in his own infallib ility and is appar­ 
ently so drunk with power that he un­
